The standard instrument cluster gages and heater controls are set 
- into the molded plastic instrument panel and have bright bezels. 
The large LH opening contains the speedometer, odometer, high 
beam indicator, and service-parking brake warning light. Diesel 
engine models will also have warning lights for low coolant, glow 
plugs and water-in-fuel. 


The large RH opening contains the fuel gage with a graphic symbol. 
An “Unleaded Fuel Only” notation is carried on the face of the fuel 
gage for models which require this fuel. The upper small opening 
between these two large openings houses the warning lights with 
graphic symbols for temperature, low oil pressure and generator. 
The lower opening is provided to house the RPO U35 electric clock. 
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On the upper RH side the two small openings are provided to house 
the controls for the RPO C36 rear heater (LH) and the RPO C69 
rear air conditioner (RH). Below these openings are the heater/ 
defogger and optional front air conditioner controls with graphic 
symbols for the fan and defogger. A similar instrument cluster with 
voltmeter, oil pressure gage and engine temperature gage is avail- 
able as RPO Z53. | 


The area below the instrument cluster contains, from left to right, 
the windshield washer/wiper switch, with graphic symbol, main 
light switch, and ignition switch. This lower area has a black 
applique with bright trim. At the far left is the provision for the 
LH front air conditioner air outlet. 
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CHEVY VAN/VANDURA 


The all-steel, Chevy Van/Vandura and Sportvan/Rally bodies feature 
body-frame integral construction for outstanding structural rigidity 
and excellent durability. The basic bodies of either the nominal 15 
foot (110’’ WB) or 17 foot (125" WB) models are comprised of an 
underbody structure, front end structure, left and right hand side 
panel structures, and a roof panel structure. 


Longitudinal side rails, cross sills, and outriggers form the inte- 
gral frame to which front and rear floor panels are welded, com- 
pleting the underbody structure. Main structural members are of 
heavy-gage steel. A step well is incorporated in the underbody in 
the area adjacent to the front doors and sliding side door to provide 
convenient entry and exit. 


The front end structure incorporates an engine compartment with 
outside opening hood panel which affords quick and easy access 
to 27 service points, such as the engine, radiator, battery, brake 
master cylinder and windshield washer reservoir. The radiator sup- 
port upper tie bar and baffles are mechanically attached to facilitate 
engine removal. A plenum chamber with high-level air intake is 
utilized in the front end structure to assure a plentiful supply of dry, 
outside air for interior heating and ventilating as well as to add 
rigidity to the overall body structure. Air outlets to the interior are 
provided on the left hand and right hand sides by manually con- 
trolled doors (RH door omitted with optional air conditioning). 


Side panel structures are comprised basically of seamless, one- 
piece outer panels reinforced with vertical strainers and welded to 
roof rails at the top and to rocker panels at the bottom. Left hand 
side panel structures utilize three vertical strainers, with a fourth 
strainer added for 17-foot bodies. Right hand side panel structures, 
which are smaller because of the provision for the base side load 
door, are reinforced with one vertical strainer in 15-foot body appli- 
cations and two strainers in 17-foot body applications. Two window 
openings are incorporated in the left hand side panel for all Sportvans/ 
Rally, or for Chevy Vans/Vandura with RPO A07 body glass; one 
window is incorporated for Chevy Vans/Vandura with RPO Al7 
body glass.

Special attention is given to corrosion prevention during the 
construction and final finishing of the body. The following body 
design features occur during the construction of the body: 


1. Use of special steel (galvanized, zinc iron alloy, zinc coated) 
for body components expecially subject to corrosion. 


2. Use of one-piece outer panels to minimize exterior joints 
where corrosion might occur. 


3. Use of heavy-gage steel for. main underbody components. 


4. Use of weld-through sealers in the assembly process to assure 
strong welds. 


After body construction is completed, additional corrosion pre- 
ventative steps are taken in the final finishing operation. The 
following occur: 


1. The body, doors and hood are thoroughly cleaned by proc- 
essing them through a 7-stage zinc phosphate washer. 


2. Next, the body, doors and hood are primed by the Elpo 
electro-coating process which is the deposition of an elec- 
trically charged colloidal paint using an electric current. 
Electro-coating assures uniform application of primer even 
on surfaces normally inaccessible. In the process, the body, 
doors and hood are submerged in an emulsion of water and 
paint; the body, doors and hood and the emulsion are then 
oppositely charged, causing the paint to adhere to the metal. 


. Sealers are then applied to all critical interior-exterior joints. 


. Undercoating is sprayed on the undersurfaces of the wheel- 
housings, front door step panels and body rocker panels. 

. The body, doors and hood are painted with enamel. 

. A sealer pad is installed on the top surface of the floor panel 


at the left hand side, and is bonded to the floor panel as the 
body bakes in the topcoat oven. 


7. The lower inside surfaces of the doors and rocker panels are 
sprayed with aluminum wax preservative. 
8. A protective coating is applied to the front door hinge pins. 


9. Finally, an anti-chip coating is added which extends from the 
rear of the front wheel openings to the rear door openings to 
prevent stone chipping.

The all-steel, Chevy Van/Vandura and Sportvan/Rally bodies feature 
body-frame integral construction for outstanding structural rigidity 
and excellent durability. The basic bodies of either the nominal 15 
foot (110’’ WB) or 17 foot (125” WB) models are comprised of an 
underbody structure, front end structure, left and right hand side 
panel structures, and a roof panel structure. 


Longitudinal side rails, cross sills, and outriggers form the inte- 
gral frame to which front and rear floor panels are welded, com- 
pleting the underbody structure. Main structural members are of 
heavy-gage steel. A step well is incorporated in the underbody in 
the area adjacent to the front doors and sliding side door to provide 
convenient entry and exit. 7 


The front end structure incorporates an engine compartment with 
outside opening hood panel which affords quick and easy access 
to 27 service points, such as the engine, radiator, battery, brake 
master cylinder and windshield washer reservoir. The radiator sup- 
port upper tie bar and baffles are mechanically attached to facilitate 
engine removal. A plenum chamber with high-level air intake is 
utilized in the front end structure to assure a plentiful supply of dry, 
outside air for interior heating and ventilating as well as to add 
rigidity to the overall body structure. Air outlets to the interior are 
provided on the left hand and right hand sides by manually con- 
trolled doors (RH door omitted with optional air conditioning). 


Side panel structures are comprised basically of seamless, one- 
piece outer panels reinforced with vertical strainers and welded to 
roof rails at the top and to rocker panels at the bottom. Left hand 
side panel structures utilize three vertical strainers, with a fourth 
strainer added for 17-foot bodies. Right hand side panel structures, 
which are smaller because of the provision for the base side load 
door, are reinforced with one vertical strainer in 15-foot body appli- 
cations and two strainers in 17-foot body applications. Two window 
openings are incorporated in the left hand side panel for all Sportvans/ 
Rally, or for Chevy Vans/Vandura with RPO AO7 body glass; one 
window is incorporated for Chevy Vans/Vandura with RPO Al7 
body glass. The right hand side panel for Sportvan/Rally models, 
or Chevy Van/Vandura with RPO A07 or A08 body glass, has one 
window.

Special attention is given to corrosion prevention during the 
construction and final finishing of the body. The following body 
design features occur during the construction of the body: ° 


1. Use of special steel (galvanized, zinc iron alloy, zinc coated) 
for body components expecially subject to corrosion. 


2. Use of one-piece outer panels to minimize exterior joints 
where corrosion might occur. 


3. Use of heavy-gage steel for main underbody components. 


4. Use of weld-through sealers in the assembly process to assure 
strong welds. 


After body construction is completed, additional corrosion pre- 
ventative steps are taken in the final finishing operation. The 
following occur: 


1. The body, doors and hood are thoroughly cleaned by proc- 
essing them through a 7-stage zinc phosphate washer. 


2. Next, the body, doors and hood are primed by the Elpo 
electro-coating process which is the deposition of an elec- 
trically charged colloidal paint using an electric current. 
Electro-coating assures uniform application of primer even 
on surfaces normally inaccessible. In the process, the body, 
doors and hood are submerged in an emulsion of water and 
paint; the body, doors and hood and the emulsion are then 
oppositely charged, causing the paint to adhere to the metal. 


. Sealers are then applied to all critical interior-exterior joints. 


. Undercoating is sprayed on the undersurfaces of the wheel- 
housings, front door step panels and body rocker panels. 

. The body, doors and hood are painted with enamel. 

. A sealer pad is installed on the top surface of the floor panel 


at the left hand side, and is bonded to the floor panel as the 
body bakes in the topcoat oven. 


. The lower inside surfaces of the doors and rocker panels are 
sprayed with aluminum wax preservative. 
. A protective coating is applied to the front door hinge pins. 


. Finally, an anti-chip coating is added which extends from the 
rear of the front wheel openings to the rear door openings to
